could be useful to modern indus- 
try. 
Ruskell says in his five years 
of communication with Eskimos 
they have proven themselves ‘“ex- 
“tremely intelligent and happy peo- 
ple.” But he says their psychology 
and attitudes towards life are 
completely different from the 
white man’s. 

Ruskell said that as a result of 
the increasingly numerous con- 
tacts with white civiliaztion, which 
_ stems from the continuing develop- 
tient ri the north, the Eskimos are

amet ‘said they have come to de- 
pend upon*the white man and in 
some cases have completely for- 
» gotten their native skills which 
* are essential to survival. 

Ruskell said the situation was 
serious and declared the Hski- 
mos should be given schooling. He 
added, however, that the Eskimos 
are nomadic and the only way to 
teach them would be to have tutors 
with them. 

“With training,” Ruskell said, “I 
am confident they would make ex- 
cellent mechanics, I have seen 
them repair a watch and_ they 
maintain the motors which power 


their boats.” 

Given. the . opportunity, they 
could become useful, citizens, he 
said.

Today the Hon. Alcide Cote, Post- 
master-General, announced that 
the first of such stamps will be 
issued on the 1st April and it will 
be a 20c stamp designed to sym- 
bolize the wealth of “Forestry 
Products” that are manufactured 
from Canada’s great timber re- 
sources. 

The announcement of the de- 
sign of this 20c stamp has re-

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GROW YOUR OWN TOBACCO 
AND SAVE THE TAX --IN B.C.

VANCOUVER, B.C.—(BUP)—A dozen British Coluin- 
bians couldn’t care less about the current high price of 
cigarettes; they grow their own tubacco. 


The growers are Sumas farmers 
on Trans-Canada Highway, some 
seven-odd miles east of Vancouver 
and their “tobacco road’ runs 
through the Fraser Villey. 

B.C.’s tobacco crop has been 
harvested and when it has been 
cured and stored it will be trans- 
ported to Montreal. Last year 
the produce fetched between 35 
and 46 cents a pound. Fraser 
Valley’s average yield per acre 
was 1,200 pounds.

Prices of most farm products have been 
on the down trend since the begirming of 
the year. . 

The outbreak of foot and mouth disease 
in Saskatchewan “played hob” with meat 


rices. 
r The prices of eggs and other poultry have 
dropped 


The price of dairy products may go down 
because of U.S. embargo against imports 
from Canada. 

Even the price of wheat has gone down, 
due to the rise in the value of the Cana- 
dian dollar. 

All this means that Canadian farmers are 
taking substantial wage cuts at the present 
time. 


All Work — No Pay 


Frankly, we feel it’s just-about time that 
Ottawa startéd contributing to the payroll of 
our staff, particularly the office end of it. 

As a matter of fact, the amount of work 
done for the government, and the time in- 
volved, makes us feel that we're already on 
the government’s payroll; it’s simply some- 
one has merely forgotten to send us the 

cheque. 
We aay, ot wed hours.are spent on behalf of 
the government each month, and not only 
do we not get paid for it, it invariably comes 
out that we have to pay them more. 

There’s the matter of sales tax, for ex- 
ample. Nearly every bit of printing done 
requires sales tax. We figure it out, record 
it, take the dirty looks as a result of some- 
one being asked to pay it, and use up our 
cheques and our stamps, and letterhead, to 
send the money in to Ottawa. And to crown 
it all, we have to pay for a license to act as 


> Ottawa’s collecting agency. 


Then there’s the matter of unemploy- 
ment insurance and the hours of figuring 
and stamp-icking. and. what-not that goes 
into that. No thanks, mind you, ora slight 
cut for our efforts. Merely a blast if the 
thing isn’t done correctly. And, of course, 
there’s income tax, and innumerable reports 

uired now and then. - 
ae staff is probably oe all this wi 

ause the paid civil servants are now work- 

ies on a 35-hour week, or is it 30? We'd 
like that, too — before we qualify for that 
new pension that begins for everyone at 70 
—if we make it. 


Why Not, Ladies? 


It is some thirty-five years since Cana- 
dian women first voted in a federal election. 
During the years that the ladies fought for 
the franchise their leaders promised great 
things for the nation if the women received 
the right to vote. That promise, somehow, 
has not been fulfilled. : 

Women have not taken the part in local, 
provincial and federal affairs that they 
might have. In this country, there are sev- 
eral million women . . . few have ever served 
on municipal councils, on school boards, in 
the legislature or in parliament. Why? 

We think that women should get into 
public life for they have much good com- 
mon sense, much organizational ability, 
much executive ability that the country 
needs. 

Why not women on our school boards 
and our town and rural councils? There are 
many ladies in our community who would 
be real assets to any board or council. 

We wonder why the ladies of the nation 
have not nm more active in public life. In 
their own organizations they do a wonderful 
job; why should they not focus their abilities 
on larger spheres of action? 

Women are no longer tied to their 
homes, burdened with housekeeping . toil— 
modern science and invention has released 
them from that. They have taken their 
place in business, in industry, in the profes- 
sions, but to only a minor degree in public 
life. 

The welfare of Canada‘ demands the in- 
terest and active participation of women in 
local and nationa) affairs. How about it, 
ladies?

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A Place For Flax . 


Farmers are advised by A. M. Wilson, 
field crops commissioner, Alberta depart- 
ment of agriculture, not to overlook the ad- 
vantages of flax as a crop during the’ com+ 
ing season. Although flax is not a widely 
grown crop in Alberta, those who are accus- 
tomed to its production have found it profit- 
able. No quotas have been established for 
flax, and it is a crop that is readily con- 
verted into cash. 

Seeding midway through the normal 


period of planting wheat is recommended . 


for flax. Later seedings results in late 
maturity and difficulty is encountered in 
harvesting a crop of flax that tis not well 
ripened, particularly when combine methods 
are employed. The Redwing variety is 
recommended for centfal and northern 
aréas of the province. In the south, Dakota 
and Royal may give greater yields. Royal 
branches readily, however, and even though 
the main part of the plant may be entirely 
mature, unripened stems may create har- 
vesting problems. In spite of these minor 
difficulties, flax is worth growing and some 
thought might well be given to its produc- 
tion when considering the cropping program 
this year. 


Easter In A World Of Sin

When wicked 
hands had put Him to death, they thgnght 
they had had the victory. They didn’t r@alize 
that His kingdom was to be a spiritual king- 
dom, and not an earthly empire These men 
didn’t know His power of Resurrection. 
Hence, the man who had seemed the greatest 
failure of His day became the greatest suc- 
cess through all ages ; 

But, from the first to last, the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ makes its appeal to the in- 
dividual.

In 
this world of sin, the sinner who sees the

Following the discovery of the 
Leduc Oil Field, the policy of the 
Oil Companies was to give the 
farmer practically nothing for 


land used and _ inconvenience 
caused by drilling and all that 
goes with it. The Oil Companies 
occupied the area and acted much 
like the conquering army of a 
foreign power, with little heed for 
such rights as farmers still pos- 
sessed. 

This naturally led to fierce re- 
sentment and groups were formed 
in the areas affected to demand 
a better deal for surface owners. 
Unfortunately the various local 
organizations which sprang up did 
not agree upon a unified policy. 
There were sporadic demands for 
a share of the royalties for all 
surface owners. However one 
group asked for one per cent#while 
another wanted three per cent and 
so forth. Lack of agreement pre- 
vented progress on this line. 

Later a committee from the Leduc 
field contacted the Farmers’ Union 
and drew up a program which the 
Union Executive helped them to 
present to the Provincial Govern- 
ment. Under this program ade- 
quate compensation was the main 
point. stressed. There was also an 
alternative under which a farmer 
could take cash settlement for 
his whole quarter section if he 
wished to. These two points are 
still the basis of the Farmers’ 
Union demand on this question. 

Following the pressure brought 
upon the Government by the Union, 
the Board of Arbitration which 
had been set up by the Provincial 
Government began to adopt a much 
more liberal policy toward the 
farmer, and awards were made 
which went some distance towards 
meeting their demands. However 
the request for a cash settlement 
as an alternative has never been 
conceded. 

For the last two years the F, 
U.A. has urged this policy upon 
the Government. We have been

In 
the women’s division. there is an 
urgent need for qualified steno- 
graphers in Winnipeg, Regina and 
Edmonton and city orders for 
domestic servants remain high.

Petroleum products: Seasonal 
lay-offs have taken place in the 
petroleum industry in Winnipeg.

OSHAWA — (BUP) — Canadair 
Limited’s chief test pilot, A. J. 
Lilly, says it is as difficult for a

Advertiser Runs 
Every Week 
For 46 Years’ 


Twenty-three years ago. The 
Colorado Editor ran a story about 
the ideal advertiser who had run 
advertising every week since 1905 
in the Steamboat Springs (Colo.) 
Steamboat Pilot, always paid in 
advance, always had copy in well 
ahead of time and regularly bud- 
geted 1 per cent of gross sales to 
advertising. 

The advertiser was F, M. Light 
& Son, Clothiers. 

A recent check-up with Maurice 
Leckenby, publisher of the Pilot, 
shows that the record has contin- 
ued unbroken—the store still has 
not missed an issue since 1905. 

Calling the clothier’s advertis- 
ing “the kind that all newspaper- 
men dream about but few ever 
find,” Mr, Leckenby wrote: 

“The store had a modest be- 
ginning in 1905 when Steamboat 
Springs was a town of a few hun- 
dred population and the country 
was in its pioneer stages. without 
a railroad and very few roads, F. 


.M. Light came to Steamboat for 


his health from Ohio, where he 
had been a school teacher. His 
small clothing store had a perilous 
time for a few years but Mr. Light 
stuck with his advertising and was 
constantly telling northwestern 
Colorado about the advantages of 
trading at his store. 

“Today it is a store that is 
known far beyond the borders of 
Steamboat Springs and Routt 
county.

“Tt is a small store in a‘small 
town in Colorado, but it has a 
gross income that would make 
many city stores envious, The 
Light sons do not tell their busi- 
ness, but it is estimated the store 
takes in a quarter of a million 
dollars a year.

This Alberta naturalist makes a strong plea for the idea in a 
new nature book which he has just published.

“In cold dollars and cents our 
service has saved Canadians, in 
the former cost of medical care 
alone, a sum far greater than the 
total amount we are campaigning 
for to cover all Red Cross services 
this year,” the chairman declared. 
“But it is in the contribution to 
suffering humanity and in the 
saving of human lives that our real 
progress can be measured.” 

A total of 282,136 patients in 
Canada have received free transfu- 
sions since the start of the ser- 
vice in 1947, and a total of 648,790 
bottles have been donated by the 
public in the same period. 

In 1951, when the service had 
grown to include eight provinces, 
although only portions of Ontario 
and Quebec, 110,136 patients re- 
ceived transfusions and 263,000 
bottles of blood were collected. 
With the opening of a depot in Sas- 
katchewan this year, the service 
will operate in all provinces except 
Newfoundland. 

In addition to the civilian ser- 
vice, the government ha8 made Red 
Cross the sole agency for the pro- 
curement of blood and blood pro- 
ducts, including plasma, for the 
fighting men of Canada at home 
and abroad. More than 6,000 bottles 
of plasma have already been de- 
livered to the Department of Na- 
tional Defence under this agree- 
ment.

An Ancient 
Disease , 


_ Foot and mouth disease (a virus 
named Aphpha Epizootica) a viru- 
lent contagious and apparently in- 
curable malady of animals, has for 
the first time in history struck in 
Canada, This disease was known 
to the ancients and no doubt rav- 
aged the herds and flocks of old. 
The Bible—Exodus 9:3 says ‘Be- 
hold the hand of the Lord is upon 
the cattle—there shall be a very 
grievous murrain.” (Murrain is an 
ancient word for an infectious dis- 
ease of cattle. 


Virgil, an ancient Roman writer 
on agriculture, tells us: “A griev- 
ous epidemic fell, every tribe o2 
cattle and wild thing was giver te 
death—the ox groaning out his life 
while bloody foam falls from out 
his mouth—medicine men give up 
the fight—until men learn to bury 
them (the cattle) in pits and earth 
them over.” 

Since the 17th Century the foot 
and mouth disease has ravaged all 
European countries including Bri- 
tain. Epidemics have occurred 
from time to time in Mexico, the 
United States, Australia and Asia. 
The disease begins suddenly and 
spreads very rapidly. Animals suf- 
fer and do not put on weight. The 
flow of milk greatly decreases. 
Quick isolation and the slaughter- 
ing of animals, the burning of bed- 
ding and the disinfection of barns, 
pens and indeed of the whole farm, 
has so far been the only remedy. 


Support Growing 
For Floor Prices 


Recently mass meetings of farm- 
ers have been held under the aus- 
pic2s of the Farmers’ Union of Al- 
berta at a large number of Al- 
berta points. These meetings have 
been held to discuss the livestock 


marketing crisis arising from the 
Inter-provincial embargoes, and 
other farm problems. At all of 
these meetings, resolutions have 
been passed urging immediate ac- 
tion by the Federal authorities to 
implement floor prices of $28.50 
on top steers and $25.00 on fat 
lambs, basis Alberta points. Also 
that the Federal ‘(Government act at 
once to end the present illegal and 
indefensible interprovincial em- 
bargoes. 

Another resolution passed, calls 
for the establishment of the floor 
price of $25.00 on hogs to be made 
uniform across Canada. 

Other points discussed have been 
the renewal of the International 
Wheat Agreement and the Domes- 
tic price of Wheat. On the IWA 
there is general agreement that 
if it is to be extended, a much 
higher floor and ceiling price must 
be insisted upon with provision for 
revision from year to year. On the 
domestic price of wheat in Can- 
ada, there is general insistence 
that this shall be completeiy sep- 
arated from the export price, and 
based upon costs of production 
within Canada, 

These demands were pressed up- 
on the Federal Government by a 
delegation from the three Western 
Farm Unions which interviewed 
Hon. C. D. Howe, Hon. Mr. Gardiner 
dnd several other ministers, at 
Ottawa. es

Safety Essay 
Competition In 
Rural Schools 


The first farm essay competi- 
tion sponsored by the Alberta 
Safety Council, has begun for 
rural students of grades five, six, 
seven and eight in Alberta, - 

The announcement comes from 
R. D. Jorgenson, MLA chairman 
of the Farm Safety Essay com- 
mittee of the Alberta Safety 
Council. The competition is open 
to all school divisions and already 
‘about one-third of these have indi- 
cated that they will participate. 
Entries from grades five and six 
will be judged separtely from 
those of grades seven and. eight. 
Awards will be made in each 
school division for the best essay 
in each of these two classes. 

Personal first prize awards to 
the authors will be sepcially de- 
signed pins featuring the Green 
Cross for Safety flanked by heads 
of wheat to symbolize agriculture. 
The school rooms from which the 
winning essays come will receive 
handsome wall plaques to com- 
memorate the occasion. Some 
school division superintendents 


have intimated that their office 


may provide an additional prize 
for the writers. 

Posters and pamphlets on farm 
safety are being sent to school 
superintendents as their entries 
are received at the safety council 
office. This information deals with 
carbon monoxide, fires, explosives 
and farm machinery (except 
tractors). The present essay will 
bé confined to a choice of those 
subjects and future competitions 
will deal with other accident haz- 
ards such as tractors, animals, 
hand tools, etc. 

The farm committee of the 
safety council believes that safe- 
ty education should be started 
early in life, They are receiving 
valuable assistance from the De- 
partment of Education and Agri- 
culture. Other members of the 
committee besides Mr. Jorgenson 
are: W. E. Frame, Chief Superin- 
tendent’ of Schools; R. Hennig, 
President Alberta School Trustes’ 
Association; E. B. Swindlehurst, 
Department of Agriculture; How- 
ard Stutchbury, manager, and 
Paul Lawrence, safety director of 
the Alberta Safety Council.
